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ACCIDENT AT BARDSTOWN JUNCTION 


Liet of the Killed and Injtred—Several De- 
structive Fires—Vcsasels Encounter 
Gales—Other Disasters.

LovrsviIL.E, Ky., December 24.— Passenger 
on the main stem of the Louisville 
le telescoped passenger train No. 
9%, of the Knoxville branch at Bardstown 
Junction at 9 o’clock this morning. Both trains 
left the city on time, but 2so. 23, wales left 
twenty minutes ahead f No. 5. got colnsee 
by frequent slops until ag ran on ras o er 
train’s time. ’ Ori the junction there is a sharp 
curve and No. 23 stopped on the main track, 
just around the curve. No. 5 was running at the 
rate of forty-five miles an hour and split the 
rear and second coach of the stationary 
train in two, scattering fragmentin every di- 
rection. So far as learned there were thirteen 
severly hurt and two killed outright. The 
list is as follows:

The crew of No. 23 has as yet 
made no statement and officers of the road say 
that No. 23, which makes all local stops, was 
delayed on account of the rush of express busi- 
ness and for some reason or other, either 
neglected to notice the time, or failed to send 
out proper signals. “Two coaches of the front 
train and the engine and baggage car of No. 5 
were completely demolished. All passengers 
onthercar train were severely jarred, but 
none of them were fatally hurt. Most of in- 
jured were bruised and scalded, 
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Superintendent Gleck Enters a Dynamite 
Magazine With a Pipe in His Mouth. 

WukEeEtInG, W. Va., December 24,—Details 
of yesterday’s explosion at Mount Pleasant, 
Ohio, show that about 1,000 pounds of powder 
exploded, Dynamite stored in acavo in the 
magazine was frozen hard and it did not ex- 
nlode or the whole village would have been 
destroyed, The tunnel at which the explosion 
occurred is known as Long Run Tunnel, the 
opening of which is at the mouth of Long Run, 
in Jefferson county, about nine miles west of 
Martin’s Ferry. The tunnel! ig 800 feet in length, 
onehal{fof which is completed. Work was 
commenced on it last August, since which 
time over 10@ men have been working in it. 
The contractors are Miller & McMann, of New 
York. At the opening of the tunnel steod_a 
blacksmith shop. Fifty-feet distant was a 
Magazine and fifty or sixty feet from this 
fs a dynamite cave. About 100 yards 
west of this opening stood four buildings, 
one of these, measuring 16x40 feet and two 
stories high, was occupied by colored laborers. 
Adjoining this was another building the same 
size, which was occupied by Italian laborers, 
and alittle further south was a still larger 
building known as a boarding house, in which 
the better class of whites boarded. On the 
north of the building, occupied by colored 
men, stood a large two-story building which 
was known as the commissary. The magazine, 
blacksmith shop, colored men’s building and 
Italian’s building were blown to atoms. The 
general boarding house and commissary were 
partially wrecked. One thousand yards from 
the general boarding house is the farm house 
of Ben Mulhern, every light of glass in which 
was broken, and the house partially wiecked. 
The explosion occurred about 1:00 o'clock, 
tearing up the ground under the magazine to 
the depth of ten feet, fifteen feet wide and 
thirty-five long, twisting and tearing large 
trees like pipe steams and filling the air with 
debris, and not only killing one of the laborers 
ee many others seriously, ifnot fatal- 
ly, but creating a panic among the remainder 
of the employes and intense excitement in the 
neighborhood. 

Charles Gleck, who was blown to atoms, was 
nineteen years old. The explosion was, no 
doubt, caused by Gleck’s own carelessness, 
Shortly before it occurred he was seen break- 
ing the locks on the magazine door and én- 
tered with a lighted pipe in his mouth. Two 
boys who were with him say he was taking 
them in to see how the dynamite worked, but 
on noticing him smoking they ran away and 
were not over 100 yards distant when the ex- 


plosion occurred. 
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SIXTY LIVES 1 eed 
By the Burning of the Steamer Kate Adams 
on the Mississippi. 

Memputs, December 24.—William Dono- 
hue, one of the clerks of the burned steamer 
Kate Adams, came up this forencon, from the 
wreck. He wasinayawl with Clerk George 
Corbett, when it capsized and the last he saw 
of his colleague he was tloating down the river 
clinging toa small ladder. Donohue managed 


‘tocatch a bale of cotton and was swept out 


into the current and was rescued some six 
miles below Commerce by some negroes on the 
Arkansas side of the river. He says Corbett 
may possibly have been rescued further down 
the river. The loss of life is not yet defiinite- 
ly known and the prospects are that 
the exact number who were drowned 
never will be accurately stated. Thirty-tive is 
Out of a 
party of fifteen white laborers which boarded 
the steamer below Friar’s Point, only two are 
Said to have been saved. If this be true, and 
there are no means of substantiating the fact, 
the loss of life may reach sixty. As many negroes 
who were on the lower deck, lost their lives 
inattempting to swim ashore from the stern 
of the burning steamer. The boat and cargo 
Were vained at $145,000. The Kate Adams 
liad a record of the fastest time between 
Helena and Memphis in the spring of 1883,

SAN Francisco,December 24.--Advices from 
Ifouolulu report the arrival there of the British 
man-of-war, Hyacinth, from Tahiti. The Hya- 
cinth called at Malden’s Islands and rescued 
two shipwrecked crews of twenty-four men 
They imeluded the master, two mates and 
thirteen men of a German ship named Her- 
mann: and eight of the crew of the Sweedish 
bark Virgo, both vessels having been wrecked 
on the island November 27th. The vessels 
were anchored off shore when a Beavy storm 
came up and swept them upon. the breakers. 
Tie men attempted to escape in beats, but the 
boat containing the captain, mate, carpenter, 
cook and two seamen of the Virgo, capsized, 
and all six were drowned. All of the Her- 
mann’s crew escaped.

Bonsell, whois now 
under sentence to hang at .Fort Smith, Ar- 
kansas, is one of the gang. Luttrell escaped. 
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Epidemic Among Horses. 

Cotumpbus, O., December 24.—An epidemic 
is spreading among the horses owned in this 
city. The street car companies-had forty sick 
horses in their barn yesterday, and their ser- 
vice was seriously crippled. The disease is 
a new one to veterinary surgeons, and they are 
baitied in its treatment. ‘The disease appar- 
rently affects the glands of the throat. In a 
majority of cases it causes swelling which 
extends from the point of the jaw to the breast. 
This makes breathing and eating matters of 
great difficulty. As a resultthe animal rapidly 
grows weak and loses flesh.

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THE POPL’S TEMPORAL POWER. 
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His Holiness Urges Catholics Everywhere 
to Agitate the Question, 

Rome, December 24.—The. pope, addressing 
the sacred college today, gave thanks to God 
for the blessings which his jubilee had brought 
him. He afrmed, with much feeling, his 
former utterances on the question of temporal 
power and indignantly rejected the accusation 
that he was an enemy of Italy. He urged 
Catholics everywhere to agitate, in a legal 
manner, for the restoration of papal suprem- 
acy, and spoke in deprecation of the recent 
liberal enactment in Italy. The speech re- 
ferred exclusively to the vatican and Italy. 
His holiness said that the whole world saw in 
what a painful situation he was 
placed. One could only ask, “How 
far will they go?’ At the present 
time a systematic war was being waged. Even 
the person of the pope was exposed to the 
threats of amob. The enemies of the holy 
see had weapons enough already to injure the 
papacy and if these did not sufiice they were 
prepared to manufacture fresh weapons, It 
was persistently asserted that the pope was the 
enemy of Italy. This assertion was simply 
made to mas the real object of the perfidious 
war aganst the church, and that object was to 
render Italians hostile te the papacy. To vin- 
dicate the right-of the pontiff was in reality to 
advance the prosperity of Italy. To demand 
that the greatest moral power in the wonkd 
should possess real sovereignty in italy, where 
Providence placed the church centuries ago, 
was not an act of hostility to the country. 
The fact that bishops in foreign lands were la- 
boring for the restoration of the pope’s t2in- 
poral rights, proved thatthe interests of the 
whole Catholic church were bound upin the 
cause.

L’lessner also told the inspector all he knew, 
denying any guilty Knowledge of the bonds, 
bui saying he had-seen themin Shaw’s ;

were stolen. Taylor denies that he had any- 
thin to do withthe bond - business, and added 
that’ if Plessmer and Shaw. preterred such 
charges. against him, he would make some 
countercharges that will ‘‘close them up.,’’ 
Shaw is secretary and manager of a prominent 
building and loan association in this city. The 
police have not yet determined which of the 
men arrested had actual dealings with the 
thieves who stole the bonds. 

Shaw and Plessner were arraigned in the 
a'mory poliece court this morning. Inspector 
Boniield stated to the justice that Shaw on 
Saturday had given him information which 
enabled him te recover bonds valued at $2,100, 
which were stolen from Kellogg, Jolinson & 
Bliss on April 27th last, and that this morn- 
ing Shaw had turned overto him $3,000 in 
bonds from Kahn, Wampole & Co. At the 
same time the inspector asked that the hear- 
ing be postponed until December 29th, the daie 
fixed for considering the cases of C. D. Tay‘ 
lor and Lawyer Cutting for complicity in tht 
same theft, and that the bonds be made heavy. 
The request was acceded to, and the bonds in 
each case were fixed at $5,000. Both of the 
prisoners haye made further statements to 
Bontield, which are yery material to the case. 
Plessner has stated that he knew there was an 
organized gang of burglars at work, and that 
they not only committed the Kahn, breed 
& Co., and Kellogg, Johnson & Bliss burglar- 
ies, but alsothe Henry W. King & Co. job, 
which was several months later. 
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A WEALTHY KLEPTOMANIAC, 


A Woman Who Constantly Steals from the 
sig Dry Goods Stores. 

Boston, Mass., December 24.—]Special.!|— 
Fhe manager of a large Tremont street dry 
goods house was surprised this afternoon to see 
three books disappear under the cloak of an 
elegantly dressed lady who stood at one of his 
counters. There was such an evident air of 
respectability about her that he hesitated fora 
moment tospeak to her. The maid who ac- 
companiel the lady-caught his purpose, and 
approaching him said in a whisper: ‘That is 
all right. She can’t help it. and her husband 
will settle for everything,’’ and with this a 
card was thrust into the hands of the manager. 
He looked at it in surprise, for it bore the 
name of a well-known Back Bay minister. 
He let the two women depart, although he did 
not know but the whole scheme was a well- 
laid plan to escape from the clutches of the 
law. Investigation, however, shows a sad 


case. 

The husband of the woman occupies one of 
the leading pulpits in the Back Bay, and is 
wealthy. His wife is about forty-five years of 
age, thin, and of a yellowish complexion, and 
in poor health. Thieving with her is undoubt- 
edly a disease and an incurable one. It isso 
recognized by her husband, who naturally 
deeply laments it, and also by the many doctors 
who have been calied upon to examine her. 
It is also recognized by the large stores of the 
city, and she is allowed to steal small things 
without direct opposition. The clerks are 
warned against her, and are told to watch ber 
carefully, notice what she takes, and then a 
bill is sent to the husband, who settles it with- 
outa murmur. A maid has been ol to 
personally accompany the lady, whose sole 
duty is to watch her and see that she does not 
get into trguble. Should there be any inter- 
ference by ra walkers who do not know her, 
or by clerks who are not posted, the maid re- 
lates the facts, tells her name, gives address, 
and instructs them to send in a bill for the 
goods to the husband. For something like 
three years this kleptomaniac haunted the 
large stores of the city almost every week, and 
never goes away without having taken some- 
thing for which she has not paid.

DESTRUCTIVE CONFLAGRATION IN 
NASHVILLE. 


PRINTING OFFICES BURNED OUT 


Charges Against Cotton Men in Charleston — 
Work of the South Caroling Legisla- 
ture—News Over the State, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 24,— [Special.] 

Ai nine o'clock tonight a-fire, starting in the lower 
part ot the building, totally dostroyed Baxter court, 
the finest office building in the efty,. The flames 
shot rapidly up the elevator shaft, and in a short 
ime the entire building was in flames, The cost 
was ninety thousand dollars, and as it was filled 
with insurance offices and law oflices, the loss can 
no’ fall much short of one bundred and fifty thous- 
and, Many men werein the building at the time, 
and itisnot known whether all escaped, Judge 
Matt W. Allen was:escued from a third story win- 
dow, to which he was clinging, by a long Iedder, 
it is reported that several people were .burned to 
death, The Banner office, adjoining, had a narrow 
escape and was cousiderably damaged, The insut- 
ance is not now known. 

The fames were net subdced until nearly mid- 
night, when the entire Baxter court was destroyed, 
except the wails, Tie heat expanded tbe wails of 
the Panner office adjoining, and caused them to 
fall. The loss by water and fire was also great, 
making the total loss te the Banner about ten 
thousand dollars. Thisis fully covered, the Banner 
carrying twenty five thousand dvuilars Insurance. 
Hasslock & Ambros?, printers, in the LDan- 
ner building, also lose by water an unknown 
amount. The insurance on Baxter C_urt was 
thirty-five thousand .dollars. The losses and 
fnsurance of the ocenpan's cannot be ascertained. 
Dun’s commercial azency lost all its papers, as did 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad offices, There 
were several very extensive private law libraries 
lostand a number of extensive insurance agencies 
lost everything.

THE WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

CotumsrA, 8. C., December 24.—The state 
legislature adjourned sine die this morning, after 
a session of twenty-three days. Among the import- 
ant measures that were passed were the following: 
An act amending the-railroad law 80 as to restore to 
tee state railroad commission the power to reculate 
rates of freight and passenger transportation; an 
act reducing the confederate pensions from fifty to 
thirty dollars per annum; an act puoviding tor the 
validation of township bonds (aggragating about 
one million dollars), issued in aid of raflroad con- 
struction, which issues the supreme-court recently 
declared invalid; an actaceepting the bequest to 
the state by the late Thomas G. Clemson, John 
C. Calhouns son-in-law, of the old Calhoun 
homestead at Fort Hill, forthe purpose of esta bjish- 
ing an agricultural college; an act to}punnish fraud 
at party primary elections. The tax levy for the 
state forthe current year was fixed at five and. one- 
fourth mills, Last year it was five. Among the 
more important measures pending which fauied to 
pass, were the following: A bill to prohibit the con- 
solidation of railroads without the consent of the 
logislature; a bill toamend the constitution by im- 
posing an educational qualification for suftrage; a 
bill to reduce the salaries of circuit jndges, state 
officers and members of the legislature. The gen- 
eral election laws were untouched.

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The Troubles of the Farmers. 

The Charleston News and Courier, re- 
ferring to the investigation which Tir 
Constitution is now making as to the 
condition of the farmers of Georgia, de- 
clares that all the tronbles of the farmers 
originate in the protective system, and it 
says, without waiting for the investigation 
tofairly begin, that ‘the impoverished farm- 
ers in Georgia, in common with those of 
other states, have been sacrificed to the 
greed of the protected manufacturers.” 

What the Carolinians may think of it we 
do not know, but we feel very sure that the 
sensible farmer of Georgia would not toler- 
ate such ridiculous babble. It is ridicu- 
lousin the face of it, for if protection 
had anything to do with the 
matter, it would bear equally on every 
farmer, and while some might be poorer 
than others, all would be poor. 

But what are the facts? The investiga- 
tion is not yet concluded, but there has 
been enough evidence collected to show 
that while some of the farmers of Georgia 
find it difficult to make both ends meet, 
other farmers in the same neighborhoods 
and cultivating the same lands are not only 
making money, but saving it. In other 
words they make as much money out of 
their farms as, the successful merchant 
makes out of his goods. If the tariff 
affected one farmer sufficiently to make him 
poor, it would affect all in a like degree, 
forit would he a condition which none 
could evade or escape. 

The fact that some farmers domanage in 
the most effectual manner to evade and es- 
cape the troubles that afflict their neighbors 
shows that protection is an element that 
has no proper place in the problem. As to 
the mortgages to which the News and Cour- 
jer alludes, and which have been fully dis- 
cussed in these columns, they are the nat- 
ural result of an attempt on the part of the 
farmers to better their condition by getting 
hold of the ready cash. ‘The figures have a 
threatening appearance in the aggregate, 
but the most serious affair is the high rate 
of interest for which the national banking 
Jaws are responsiblo. 

State bank circulation is taxed out of ex- 
istence, and the farmers cannot borrow 
money on their farms from capitalists, who, 
under ordinary circumstances, would gladly 
lend it on such security. The law not only 
prevents the national banks from lending 
monéy on real estate security, but it has the 
effect of outlawing rea! estate and farm prop- 
erty. Our farmers have no bonds to put up 
as collateral, and they are compelled to de- 
pend on the brokerage system that has 
lately been established in some parts of the 
south. 

Every year the business of farming 


' To 


tends 
more and more to commercial and 
there are numbers of farmers who could do 
as well or better with money borrowed at a 
reasonable rate of interest as business. 
What the farmers and the whole people of 
the state need is cheaper money— 
such moneys as thee bank of the 
state of Georgia and its’ branches 
used to provide. ‘The interest paid in loans 
would then remainat home, and the mort- 
gage business would be stripped of its terri- 
fying aspects. 

We mention these things in passing. 
Meanwhile, the Charleston News and 
rier may rest assured that protection is not 
troubling the farmers.

Iie Will Reach Athens About April ist— 
Some News From the University. 

Major Lamar Cobb, secretary of the board 
of trustees of the state university, handed THE 
ConstITUuTION the following letter on yester- 
day. Theletter has been delayed several 
days on actount of irregular mail. We print 
it now in full: 

Mrmpuis, Tenh., December 5, 188&8—To His Ex- 
celiency Governor Gordon, the Hon. H. V. M. Mil- 
ler, the Right Rey. J. W. Beckwith, Committee.— 
Dear Sirz: After full consideration I have decided, 
looking to Aluighty God for help, to undertake the 
work in thé university to which the board have 
invited me—my decision, of course, being subject to 
the consent of the Presbytery. This fact has been 
communicated to the official representatives of the 
congregation, and I am led to expect that no legal 
barriers will be interposed. So soon, therefore, as 
steps.can be taken to supply my place here, I pro- 
pose toremove to Athens and enter actively upon 
the discharge of the duties pertaining to the office. 
How speedily thiscan be accomplished I cannot 
now say definitely. But the committee kindly 
agreed with me when _I saw you in Atlanta that 
every reasonable concession should be made to the 
important interests which are involved at this end 
ofthe line. Meanwhile we can all rest assured that 
the general administration at Athens will be safe in 
the hands of Professor Charbonnier, the acting 
chancellor. 

In reaching this decision. J have had every en- 
couragement in assurances of co-operation from the 
board and the faculty; end I cannot forbear giving 
expression to the pleasure afforded by an inspection 
of the technological institute at Atlanta and of the 
combined colleges at Athens (I could not visit other 
points for want of time) The foundations are cer- 
tainly laid, deepand broad, for a great training 
schcol orasystem of training schools, which will 
more and more inure to the benefit of the common- 
wealth, You have there men eminently worthy on 
the score of ability, learning, morality and Christian 
faith to be the instructors of your sons. With the 
hearty co-operation of the peeple of Georgia and the 
blessing of God, one may contidently hope to nour- 
ish there in ever-increasing numbers the minds and 
the hearts who will advance the honor and prosper- 
ity of the state and of the union of states. And sueh 
I understand to be the purpose of founding and 
maintaining these institutions.

HISTORY OF THE BOAT.

THE MERRIMENT CREASES 

It was just before midnight that the 
was given.

The details of the sufferings and death ot 
some of the passengers are harrowing in the ex- 
treme.

In an in- 
Stant, certainly in a much shorter time than it 
takes to explain it, the fiayies shot through 
the cabin and over the Mes of the. cotton, 
enveloping the entire boat in fire.

AROUSE THE SLEEPING PROPLE. 

He kicked atthe doors and in a short time 
aimost everybody was awake. Confusion was 
worse confounded. The frantic people on the 
boat ran to different exits to anuke their escape 
but the boat was piled high with cotton and 
the passage ways were filled with smoke. 
Many dropped before they were able te go to 
the forward part of the boat. As soon as the 
fire was discovered Enginecr Merriman set the 
steam pumps working and tried to battle with 
the tlames, but the fire swept throug! the boat 
like a blaze on the prairie and the engin 

room was soon in flames. ‘Then, to add- fur- 
ther to the consternation, a steam pipe burst, 
and fiiled the place with scalding gstcam. En- 
gineer Merriman was forced to abandon his 
post, aud he and the stokers and others ran to 
the side of the boat and rushed through pell 
meli in ordeg to save their hives. As th 

smoke and flames began to Shoot up the sides 
of the boat Captain Jolles, the pilot, swung 
the wheel around and headed the beat for 
the shore. A full head of 
was on at the time and the beat was 
run into the bank. Al! of her timber was 
then furiously burning. 

When the Hanna struck the bank,

and swung around, drifting down as she 
burned. Then Captain Jolles jumped out 
over the cotton bales and springing into the 
river, swam ashore. Thesight was a wejrd 
oue, viewed from the bank, and the towh was 
aroused. Floating cotton, charred timber and 
other debris filled the river and many people 
were

for their lives. Some of them were abie to 
swim ashore, but most of them were so badly 
burned or sothoroughly exhausted that thes 
struggied buta few moments and sank to rise 
nomore. As the burning beat struck the 
bank of the river, the crew and passengers 
whe had been able to reach the forward end of 
the boat, sprang ashore--some of them wit) 
scorched faces and bruised iimbs and mans 
of them with scarcely any covering. Amiong 
those who managed to get off, were Capta 
Holmes and Bob Amith, the 
pilot of the ill-fated steamer J. M. White, whe 
was a passenger. Both men were burned nigh 
unto death and the story of the mannerin which 
they suffered is most heartrending. When 
the captain jumped ashore. he was horribiy 
burned and in his frautic desire to be relieved 
from the pain he was suifering, he buried his 
face and hands in the soft mud and begeecd 
Thost pitecously for some one help him. 
Smith wasjust behind and was laid out by 
the side of the dying captain. Nothing could 
be done for the suffering men.

ing, almost the entire tuwn flocked to the river 
bank and watched (he vessel burn. The strug- 
giing unfortunates who reached the shore were 
taken care of, and doctors and others came to 
their assistance and tried to alleviate their suf- 
ferjngs. The City and Central hoiels and 
private houses threw open their doors to the 
ill-fated people, and fed and clothed them 
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
